$S Ne of the moſt Honourable Acta 
ons which a Prince can do, and 
by winch he acquires the gteateſt Repu- 
tation, is to {uccour his Allies in their ne- 
cellitios, bur ix is a thing which is often- 
times very difficult. When we make War 
our lelves, we chuſè our advantages, and 
take our Times and Meaſures according 
to our on Pleature and Ability; but it is 
not tlie lame in ſuccouring an Allie, whom 
vou mult aijjiit with all the difficulties,

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and Inconveniencies that occurr, If his 
Country joyn to yours, and that there is 
nothing to prevent your aſſiſting ot hin 
with your whole Force, you can have no 
pretence to decline it, if it be nor that you 
arc afraid of his Enemy, and are not wil- 
ling to offend him, which 1s both a cow.
